Just in time for the asparagus season, we've invested in a 
new steamer. I didn't see how | could find room for another 
sizable pan, but after a little thought, I disposed of an extra 
colander and a time-worn double boiler to make a place for 
the newcomer. It’s a deep rectangular aluminum pan with a 
tight-fitting lid. Found it in New York at Hammacher-Schlem- 
mer. Besides being roomy enough to cook a good batch of 
vegetables, its greatest feature is an adjustable rack that can 
be used in three different positions. You can lower the food 
right down into the boiling water or keep it just above the 
steam. I’m thinking ahead to clams this summer, to say noth- 
ing of corn and broccoli and other delicate vegetables that 
often get broken up in the transfer from pan to plate. 

Of all the places in the house where I like to keep flowers, 
I think the kitchen is the most important. Especially as our 
roomy old kitchen is the hub of the household. It’s a pleasant 
place to be with its fireplace and shiny copper, and I like to 
keep it festive with a smallish bouquet on the main work 
counter (down at one end where it isn’t in the way) and a 


huge wooden bowl of fruit in the corner. The lazy susan on

the table has another bowl of fruit waiting to ripen and a 
small bud vase with just a few flowers in it. Our current bou- 
quets are some heavenly yellow roses—two in the little bud 
vase and a tight bunch in a blue and white Wedgwood pitcher.

Do you always favor a kitehen-sitting room combina- 


fion in vacation houses? 


The kitchen layout is just the way Frances Baer wanted it. 
The house near Carmel was designed at their house in Berke- 
ley, where we are neighbors. When I stopped in on my way 
home from work, we listed and sketched ideas under un- 
rushed and pleasant circumstances. That represents to my 
thinking the perfect way to have creative qualities spring 


from client and architect alike. 


Why is their vacation house built of stone instead of 
the wood siding you so often choose? 

The Baers’ site is on the wild, rugged, exposed coast that the 
poet Robinson Jeffers described so well. There are marvelous 
days when you want to be out of doors and free of any house. 
But the weather can turn fierce, and angry winds call for a 


watertight house that won't blow away. Hence the stone. 


Can you give any hints on how to build a vacation 
house economically and successially? 

I know of no magic to do things economically—except by 
discipline, in which you simplify and omit things. As for 
success, a lot depends on your contractor. We were very for- 
tunate on the Baer house to have Ted Gudmundson and Caesar 


Bradanini.

HORACE GIFFORD, 37, was born 
in Vero Beach, Fla. and received 
his architectural degree from 
the University of Florida in 
1955.

Crawford’s, it allows freedom of design. The site usually sug- 


gests w hat the house wants to be as a form in space. 


Is an architect usually given a freer hand on a vaca- 
tion house? 

I suppose so. But for any type of house, I find there are good 
clients and bad clients. A good client knows what he wants 
and can articulate his wants. Then he puts his trust in you. 
The people who can't express themselves tend to be the same 


ones who cannot trust an architect. 


Mr. Crawtord, what about this question of trust? 


We were in complete accord on the concept, and we stuck 
with it. But when you are building a house, there is a point 
where you become afraid because it is your money, and you 
get to thinking that maybe you've gone too far. It's not like 
an apartment you can change by redecorating. But the minute 
you see your house becoming exactly what you wanted and 
more, anything goes. For instance, Gifford thought of can- 
tilevering a cedar deck out over the water. It's 15 feet in di- 
ameter with a bench around it, and it gives another vista of 


the house and another place to be. 


Mr. Gifford, your houses are known for simplicity 
plus luxury details at a manageable price. How do 
you do this? Have you any special formula? 


The simplicity of my design stems from the idea that a house 
should be one statement. The luxury details are a matter of 
using standard things in an unstandard way. Simplicity does 
not mean that variety cannot happen within the given frame- 
work, A detail such as the round guest shower in the Crawford 
house began with a standard part, a prefabricated fiberglass 
shower unit. I encased it in wood and added a skylight above 
it. The ceramic tile floors are ordinary l-inch by 2-inch tile 


but set on the diagonal instead of in squares. 


Mr. Crawiord, what details in your house do you par- 
tieularly like? 

Once we decided to break the rectangles with circular forms— 
cylindrical showers and closets, round skylights—marvelous 
things began to happen. The only room that doesn't look out- 
ward is the master bath, but its skylight creates a pattern of 
light ellipses on the walls and floors that changes constantly. 
Light might not be important to a lot of people, but it is one 


of the joys of the house to me.

even things you can do to make America beautiful 
BY STEWART UDALL The 1960s may turn out to be years when agitation and action 


made conservationists of us all. What started as a movement to save remote wilderness fastnesses from loggers and miners 
has come close to home with the all-pervasive challenge of dirty air, filthy streams, and littered landscapes that now besiege 
our homes and affront our everyday lives. 


I: is not merely our summer vacation spots, but where our children play that has brought environmental 
concern into the forefront of every community and every citizen's agenda. The perspective of space travel has empha- 
sized that Earth is where our roots will always remain. "The Moon is uninhabitable; Mars is uninhabitable; Venus is uninhab- 
itable; the Earth is all we've got," said Astronaut Walter Schirra in a recent plea for eliminating pollution. Or, as Nobel 
Prize winning Harvard biologist George Wald said in another context, "America is our home.

—if enough people care and are willing to get their hands dirty in fights to save the land.

Architectural designer Benjamin Baldwin thinks of his Long Island 
house as “an extension” of his brick-walled gardens. The brickwork, 
once the basement of another house that stood on the property, forms 
the enclosing walls for Mr. Baldwin’s sunken gardens, his plunge pool, 
and sunning terraces. “My greatest pleasure in life is gardening,” he 


says. “When I saw the basement walls and old trees and shrubbery 


I thought what a wonderful start and designed the house as a comple- 
ment to the gardens. Architect Earl Pope was my associate.” The lower 
level brick enclosure, planted with climbing hydrangeas, tuberoses, 
four-o’clocks, nicotiana, is connected to the two-story house by a series 
of wood decks. “During the summer I spend much time working in the 


outside area of my house. The sunken garden and decks are really out- 


door rooms where there is as much activity for me and my guests as in- 
side the house.” With its two towering glass bays, the house serves as a 
summer evening retreat. In the simple plan, below, a free-flowing living 
room (part of it two stories high) has an open kitchen at one end and a 
raised fireplace at the other.

twenty-eight refreshing summer drinks. 


SODA PITS... 


Charged water is a great summer thirst slaker and blends 


admirably into a variety of summer beverages. For a rosy 
apéritif, pour an ounce of créme de cassis over ice, fill the 
glass with soda, and add a twist of lemon for tang. Another 
tangy soda apéritif is made by filling a glass 1⁄4 full with 
dry vermouth and adding ice and soda to fill almost to the 
top. Then mix !5 jigger Campari and 14 jigger créme de 
cassis and carefully pour down the inside of the glass. Stir 
slightly. 

To make a mint soda splash a jigger of crème de menthe 
over cracked ice, add soda, and stir. Garnish with a slice of 


lemon and fresh mint leaves. A Danish cooler combines 3 


ounces Cherry Kijafa, 2 ice cubes, and soda. 


Variation phon soda into: 114 ounces of Kahlia; 
dry vermouth and a twist of lemon; or sweet vermouth (2 
ounces with an ounce of lemon juice, ice, and a garnish slice 


of orange). 


COFFEE OR TEA AND... 
Delightful summer drinks can be made with a base of coffee 
or tea and a lacing of brandy or cordials—in the Charente 
region of France, the vintners and workers lace their coffee 
with cognac. 

Iced coffee may be sparked with a teaspoon of Tia Maria 
in lieu of sugar, and a tangy orange flavor is added to 
iced tea with curacao or a minty one with créme de menthe. 

For an iced Irish—a summer version of the ubiquitous 
Irish coffee—add an ounce-and-a-half of Irish whisky to a 
tall glass of strong iced coffee. Fluff whipped cream on top. 
A cooling rum tea punch is made by pouring a good shot 
of rum in a tall glass. Fill up with iced tea sweetened with a 


little orange or pineapple juice, add sugar to taste, ice, and 


a wedge of lime. 


A FRESH LOOK AT THE OLD BAR STAND-BYS 
You can mix and mate many of the old reliables in new ways. 
For a brandy and tonic squeeze lime over ice in a highball 
glass, add brandy, fill up with tonic or bitter lemon soda, 
and, if you wish, garnish with thin cucumber slivers.

J. HYDE CRAWFORD: 
“Without trying to, we achieved a kind of 
Oriental feeling in the house. 


It blends into its protective surroundings. 


“Most people fantasize when they 
build vacation houses,” says archi- 
tect Gifford. “But not Mr. Crawford. 


He was a delightful client who knew 


exactly what he wanted. He specified 
three zones of privacy, so I gave him 
three solid elements: first, a central 
two-story living room extending 
from front to back. Second, a guest 
wing on one side of the living room; 
and third, a private wing on the 
other side. Bridging the wings are 
two airy lower-ceilinged corridors 
with glass walls to hold a bath 
and the dining room.” Transparent 
round shapes reflecting solid rounds 
are some of the spontaneous “happy 
accidents" that Mr. Crawford wanted 
to keep. In the guest bath, 1. a stock 
cylindrical shower is sheathed in 
cedar, topped with a bubble skylight. 
Specially placed doors—a last-min- 
ute idea—swing out from the walls 
on each side of the cylinder to form 
a sculptured wall and seal off the 
bathroom from the hall. Sliding glass 
doors are used for the front entrance, 
2, as well as for scenic backdrops 
for the gray Formica-topped kitchen 
counter with its “pool table” lights, 
3, and the guest bathroom counter. 
Set diagonally for interest, small 
gray ceramic tiles pave the baths, the 
kitchen, and the dining area, 4. A 
marble-topped Saarinen table re- 
flects the round of the bubble sky- 
light overhead to give the feeling 
of dining outdoors that Mr. Craw- 
ford wanted.

Manhattan-based designer-illustrator J. Hyde Crawford 
wanted a summer weekend retreat by the water, on an 
island. Architect Horace Gifford designed for him a wood- 
and-glass beach house that blends into its natural sylvan 
setting, has two walls of glass that offer open views of 
a bay to the north, trees to the south. “The outstanding 
feature of the house,” explains Mr. Gifford, “is that we 
did not diminish the beauty of the site in any way. 
Glass tends not to enclose—that’s why we used so much 
of it.” Everything about the house brings summer in or

Gin can be made into a fruity cocktail with 1 part 
guava nectar and 1 part frozen pineapple juice to 3 parts gin. 
Serve on the rocks. Gin takes on a sweet new guise in the 
Cocktail Maison at the Hotel Savoy in Chamonix. Frost the 
rim of a glass with sugar, dilute créme de cassis with dry ver- 
mouth to a pale rosy shade, add a jigger of gin, ice, and stir. 
Sip through a straw. Another gin cooler: Whirl pineapple 
juice in a blender with gin and cracked ice, and serve with a 
pineapple stick. 

You will give a summer lightness to bourbon with 2 
jiggers of orange juice to a jigger of whiskey. Add a pinch 
of salt, and serve over plenty of ice. 

A sure-fire summer refresher is the Pimm’s No. 1 or 
gin sling, a British pub favorite in the summer months. Top 
it with ginger ale or lime or lemon soda, garnish the tradi- 
tional way with a sprig of mint and a cucumber slice. 

From South America comes a heady rum lime punch 
called a batida composed of quartered limes, crushed and 
mashed with sugar and drenched with dark rum. Serve with 
shaved ice in small glasses. 

Lou Seibert Pappas, author of our Cook Book—Cook- 
ing and Eating Outdoors—page 97, lives on the West Coast 
and is a prolific out-of-doors hostess. For children, she likes to 
serve root beer floats made with coffee ice cream or a more 
sophisticated summer girl soda: Put 1 teaspoon grenadine 
and 2 teaspoons whipped cream into a 12-ounce glass, stir and 
top with an ounce of soda, stir again. Add a scoop of vanilla 
ice cream and one each of raspberry and orange sherbet. Fill 
with club soda and sip through a straw. 
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RED AND WHITE WINES 


Chilled, red and white wines make lovely summer coolers. 
Try a light rosé lemonade: Combine 2 fifths of California 
rosé wine, 2 6-ounce cans frozen lemonade concentrate, and 
1 large bottle of sparkling water—all well chilled. 

Another simple wine refresher consists of equal parts 
of rosé and unsweetened grapefruit juice served in wine 
glasses. Or you might dilute chilled red wine with orange 
juice as they often do in France. 

You can present a very pretty summer drink by 
pricking unpeeled peaches with a fork, placing them in the 
bottom of a glass, adding a few raspberries, and filling the 
glass with equal parts of Rhine wine and champagne. The 
peaches make a delicious dessert when the wine is finished. 

Sherry takes on a summer flavor with the addition of 
lemon juice, cracked ice, and sugar, bubbled up with spark- 
ling water and decorated with a slice of orange and a mara- 
schino cherry. 

A Kayser sour is made by shaking up 3 ounces of 
Liebfraumilch, the juice of 1 lemon, 3 teaspoons sugar, and 
ice cubes. Shake until sugar dissolves, strain, and serve gar- 
nished with a lemon slice. 


From, Spain, sangria is a wonderful warm-weather 
drink. Here is how David Sandeman in Madeira makes san- 
gria for sweet after-dinner drinking: Fill a pitcher with ice 
cubes, add sugar, slices of fresh peaches, strawberries, or- 
anges, and lemons, 1 cup Courvoisier, and a bottle of Sande- 
man’s Madeira.

munity reconnaissance can 
help identify vital community 
assets that must be preserved 
and enhanced. These might be 

found to include: 
e Particular native trees, 


shrubs, or geographical fea- 


tures that identify the unique- 
ness of a city or a region 

e Vistas of mountains, water, 
or far horizons 

e Natural woodlands or 
marshes 

e Venerable old trees or other 
natural landmarks 

e Old buildings with character 
(every community has its his- 


toric sites)

causes of blight. They might 
include:

cars can be hauled? Are litter 
laws in existence, and are they 
enforced? (A California judge 
punishes his littering offenders 
by making them serve time on 
roadside clean-up patrols.) 


1. PLANT TREES AND 
VEST-POCKET GARDENS 


It is hard for today’s visitors 
to Honolulu to realize that at 
the turn of the century, the city 
was a dust bowl. devoid of 
trees, its grasses trampled and 
eroded by the hooves of 


ing sheep. One of the most pud: 
able environmental transfor- 
mations in the history of the 
United States was wrought 
there by a group of civic- 
minded ladies. who called 
themselves the Outdoor Circle. 
Not only did they 


husbands and other men of in- 


force their 


fluence to remove the glaring 
billboards that were marring 
the cityscape, but they also 
planted thousands of trees and 
shrubs to make Honolulu a 
garden. 

There are few environ- 
mental deeds more symbolic, 
more personally satisfying. 
more effective than planting 
trees. Trees moderate climate, 
cooling city temperatures in 
the summer and warming them 
in the winter, provide valuable 
oxygen and shade, relief from 
the wind. Some cities have 
adopted an ornamental tree as 
their emblem. like the flower- 
ing cherries of Washington, the 
dogwoods of Knoxville. In the 
last few years, Department of 
Agriculture — scientists have 
been successful in developing a 
new strain of tree that flour- 
ishes under urban conditions 

the Bartlett pear. 

Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson 
turned the soil plant. only 
twelve symbolic trees during 


her tenure as First Lady, but 


her followers have planted mil- 
lions (40,000 in the Nation's 
Capital alone). In Washington 
and a few other cities, she 
started another facet of the en- 
vironmental revolution by 
transforming ugly weed-choked 
traffic islands into blooming 
gardens of flowers. And in the 
capital she made sure that the 
parks department shared its 
supply of spring bulbs and fall 
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chrysanthemums with children 
in ghetto schools. 

Other possibilities for 
community gardens include 
vest-pocket parks, tubs of flow- 
ers in shopping areas. and 
roadside plantings. In many 


neighborhoods. community 


table gardens are equally 
popular and help the grocery 


budget, too. 


5. FIGHT FOR 
OPEN SPACES 


With towns today strung to- 
gether in a congealed urban 
mass, the conservation of open 
space and parklands should be 
one of the highest items on 
every environmental agenda. 
We finally are learning that 
man, like all other mammals 
has basic “territorial impera- 
tives,” and that the open 
spaces we save are just as im- 
portant to the vitality of our 
civilization as the buildings we 
erect. One park is no more 
adequate to the demands of a 
diverse community than one 
house would be for an entire 
neighborhood to live in. Parks 
are needed in all shapes and 
sizes. from vest-pocket lots to 
stream valleys, ball fields to 
wildlife sanctuaries, urban 
plazas to regional ecosystems. 

A few years ago, a group 
of housewives and other con- 


servationists took up the cud- 


gels against a proposed jetport 
that would have leveled the 
Great Swamp of New Jersey. 
In the vastly overpopulated 
metropolis, the Great Swamp 
was a priceless “lung” of fresh 
air, a haven for wild birds and 
animals, Before the ladies and 
their friends were done. the 
New York Port Authority was 
thwarted, and Congress had es- 
tablished a Great Swamp Wild- 
life Refuge. The secret of their 
success was that they involved 
everybody—from city school 
groups lo congressmen. 


6. RE T THE 


ENCROACHMENT OF 
FREEWAYS 


Twenty-five years ago, Ameri- 
ca plunged with faith and en- 
thusiasm into the Age of the 
Automobile. We ripped up 
streetcar tracks, permitted bus 
lines to become impoverished, 


and later launched the Inter- 
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state Highway Program—the 
biggest public works construc- 
tion program in the history of 
the world. 

For long distance automo- 
bile and truck travel, these 
highways have been a success- 
ful engineering enterprise. But 
when their 800-foot-wide con- 
crete ribbons began to interlace 
urban areas, trouble mounted. 
Citizens found hard-won parks 
sacrificed to the highwaymen, 
since slicing through parks was 
cheaper than going through in- 
dustrial or residential areas. 
Neighborhoods were cut off 
from their schools. The poor 
were displaced, and thousands 
of acres of prime real estate 
disappeared from tax rolls. 
Los Angeles gave up. and today 
nearly two-thirds of the city is 
sacrificed to the automobile. 
Hoping to avoid a similar fate 
—becoming paved with free- 
ways and parking lots—San 
Franciscans halted the Embar- 
cadero Freeway in midcon- 
struction, placed a ban on all 
further freeways, and launched 
the Bay Are 


System as a major alternative 


Rapid Transit 


of easy travel less damaging to 
the urban environment. 

Today in more than twen- 
ty cities. highway department 
plans are stalled against a wall 


on because 


of citizen opposi 
the Highway Act of 1968, un- 
der which all federally aided 
freeway programs are funded, 
includes several important pro- 
visions: 


1. For every freeway, two pub- 


lic hearings are 


quired. one 
for the general corridor, an- 
other for specific details of the 
alignment. 
2. If park, recreation, wildlife, 
or historic sites are threatened, 
highway departments must 
show that alternative routes 
have been studied.

lic places, Such eyesores have 
led to best-seller books with 
titles like God's Own Junkyard, 
and to the wry comment of an 
architect that the shopping cen- 
ter of one suburb looked like 
“something that had fallen off 
the back of a truck.” 

What is wrong with our 
shopping areas? Simply put, in 
downtown retail areas, traffic 


is strangled, parking clogged. 


and there is no room for cars. 
In suburban towns the prob- 
lem is the opposite: asphalt 
abounds, cars are ubiquitous, 
and the pedestrian (translate: 
mother. child, window-shop- 
per, stroller) is emphatically 
out of place. 

Store owners and man- 
agers thrive and survive in a 
state of competition. Salesmen 


tell them that bigger and gross- 


er neon signs will boost sales. 
but they will think differently 
when aroused local conserva- 
tion organizations approach 
them with the promise of sup- 
port if they will switch to more 
tasteful architecture and land- 
scape design. 

Some segments of the 
petroleum industry are begin- 
ning to learn that architecture 
and landscape design are as 
important to the appeal of their 
stations as having clean rest 
rooms.

underground, adding side- 
walks and shade trees have 
won friends for electric power 
companies. 

The best way for citizens 
to start is by looking at the 
whole picture and developing 
a comprehensive campaign and 
a comprehensive new plan that 
corrects the mistakes of the 
past as well as establishing a 
firm framework for future 
business, transportation, and 
utility decisions. 

One has only to visit 
Nicollet Mall in downtown 
Minneapolis with its fountains, 
sculpture, and clocks, or the 
famous Fresno Mall, with its 
lush plantings and teen-age 
baby sitters, to get an image of 
the charm and fun that can be 
created if concerned talent is 
directed at reshaping down- 
town environments.
